T hus doth hee alwayes ſhew himſclfe athankfull 
gheſt, into whathoule ſocuecr he cncreth,hee [eaueth bers 
ter things behind hum then be fndeth, he loues noe to be 
in Zachees debr for his dinner, for in ſtead thereof hee 
bringeth ſaluation to Jus houſe, nerher doth he leaue his 
ſupper vnpaid for here,torin ſtead thereof he beſtowerh 
vpon them an heaucnly Sermon, This ſhovld be the ex+ 
crciſe of faithful Minitters, when they arc 1nuiced to great 
feaits, that as they are called the ſalt of che earth, which 
lerucch to ſealon the meates, to make them ({auoie, and 
pr=ſeruc them from putrifattion, fo they ſhould tcalon 
the table talke with tome godly conference,to wunifter 
grace vmothe hearcrs, Ephe. 4.29, 

Theſe ſiſters were godly women, and both earneſt fa- 
uorcr3 of Icſus Chnit,and yerin the maner of their deune 
un there 1s{uch difterence,that the worldly afte&iion of 
the one, may 1n ſome ſort be williked, in reſpect ofthe 
godly cxcruaſe & prattife of the other; Martha 1s ſore 1n- 
cumbred with much ſerumggwhere a litle {cruice had bin 
ſufttcient,but Mary 1s attentiue to heare tie word of God 
which never can be heard luthciently, 

Marie litteth to heare the word, as Chriſt vſed tofit 
when liec preached the word, to ſhew thac the word isto 
be preached and heard with a quiet mind, In a ſtill nighe 
cucric voice 1s heard , and when the budic is quier, the 
mind moſt commonly 15 quiet allo. But Martha 1s troub- 
led with other atfatres, & rherfore vnfitto hearethe words 
as the groiidchat 15 ſurcharged with ſtones,or ouergrown 
with weedes and chornes, 1s ynfit to recetuethe lecdegor 
yecld any fruit to him that tilleth tt, As often therfore as 
we conicto keare the word of God, wee muſtnotcome 
with dilated minds, we mutt not troble our ſelues. with 
the cares of this life , which ( as our Sawtour ſaid) are 
thornes to choakethe werd , and to wake it ynfruitull, 
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For Moſes was vafitto talke wth God,uull he bad put cti 
his ſhooes,and the blind man ynhit to come to Chrilt, ll 
he had throwne away his cloke : lo wee mult chinke our 
(clues vnficto heare the word , and vnapt for cuery hea» 
uenly exerciſegtill we haue put off our ſhooes, that 1s,our 
worldly cogitations and affeions,and till wee haue caſt 
away our cloke, thatis, all lets and impediments which 
might hinder vs from proficing in our profeſsion, 

W hen our mundes are quiet, wee arc fit to deale with 
heauely matters ; therefore the Duttors conferred ſitting 
inthe Teniple; and God delighteth to deale with-vs 
when we are moſt priuate: he appeared to Abraham ſit- 
ting in the doorc of his Tenet, The holy Ghoſt came 
downe ypon the Apoſtles, and filled all the houſe where 
they were fitting. The Eunuch fitting in his chariot was 
calicd and conuerted by Philips preaching, 

Marie ſateat [eſus feete, yetiate ſhe not ſleeping, as 
many fir at the preachers feete, but ſhe ſate at Chritt his 
feete,and heard his word: As Paul was brought vp ar the 
fect of Gamalic), and was pertectly inſtrufted inthe law 
of the fathers, 

Her hun4]11e 1s commended, 1n that ſhe ſate at Teſus 
fect, to ſhew thatthe word 1isto be heard with all humnlt- 
tle: her diligence and earneſtnes appeareth, in that ſhee 
would not depart to helpe her ſiſter, to hgnithe that the 
hearing of the word mult be preferred betore all worlely 
bulinefle, 

Her diligence and humilitic ſerueth to condemne 
our negligence and contempt of Chriſt and his word 
we doc not lit at Chritt hrs feete, nay, we rather {ct Chriſt 
at our feete, when weeare lo negligent 11 hearing of his 
word, : | 

Wee are as{lowe to come to the Church, as the Ra-

It ſeemeth that there was great dtuerfitic betweene 
this age and ours: tor it we thould ſee now a King goe to 
plough,a noble man to drive the teame,a gentlema keep 
iheepghe ſhould be ſcorned tor his [abourgmore then Noe 
ah aas tor Ins drunkennes: yet when ive read how this 
M onarch of the world thought no {corne to play the huſ- 
bandman , we conſider not his princely cailing, nor his 
ancient yeeres,, Dor his large poſtflions ro commend 
Ius induftric,or modeſtie,or lowly mind therein. VW hich 
may teach vs huaulity , though wee learne to difdayne 
husbandry,Of whom wil we lcarne to be humble,it kings 
glue cxamples,and the lonne of God humblerh himlelte 
trom heauen to carth,aud yet we contemne the exawple 
of the kings of the earth, andthe example of the King 
ot heauen®

Racue, if he did not labour tor them inore then they doe 


| for themſclues. No maruailethenthough many inthe 
| poore countreys murinure and complayneg that other

why ſhould the greatelt payne yeeld thelefle profits yer

were an husbandman ; ſuch alowlynes is alwates1oyned

1fro man'ire tt, which 
wayted for nothing no:y, bur a pavnefull labourerto till 
and dref[= 1t,that 1 m1ght bring torth delights and profits 
for fintull man,as 1t did betore, 

By this we may learnetovie all meanes for the ob- 
tayning of Gods bleflings, and not tolole any thing 
which we might haue or {aue for want of paynes; tor that 
1sfinne, as S4/omon noteth in the 24, of the Prouerbs, 
when he reprooneth the louthfull husbandman, becauſe 
his field. brought toorth nertles and thittles un ſtead of 
grapes, not becaule the ground would nor beare grapes, 
bur becaute the {lothfull man would nor fee them, Shall 
God commaund the carth and all his creatures ro m- 
create tor vs, and ſhall note furcher thier increaſe for 

aurtelues? As we mcreaſe and muſtiply our ſclues,fo 
wee arc bound to1oyne hand and helpe , that all crea» 
ttires May 1ncreaſe and mulciplic roo, orclle the fathers 
thould cate the childrens portton, and in tune there 


ſhoald bee nothing lefr for them that come after; this.

Some doethinke that Noah planted the firſt vineyard, 
and drunke the firſt wine, and that there was no vie of 
grapes before: which opinion they arc led vnto,thatthey 
might excuſe Noah and mitigate his tavlt; if he did ſup 
coo deepe of that cup, the ſtrength and operation where- 


of was not knowne ynto him nor ynto any man before, | 


But ic is not ike, that the excellent liquor and wholſome 
lice of the Grape did lic hid from the world fo many 
hundreth yeers, and no doubr but there were vines from 
the beginning , created with other trees: for how could 
Noah plant a vineyard,vnlefſc he had {]ips of other vines 
or grapesthat grey beforc,ſeeing he did not create fruits 
but plant fruires as we doe? For tlus 1s principally to bee 
notcd, that ſo ſoone as hee had oportunitie to doe good, 
hee omitted no time, but preſently atterthe floud was 
pores andthattheearth began todric , heepliedit with 
cedes, and wrought itnlihefawche frutes of his labour, 
By this wee learne, to omit no occaſion to doc good, but 
whenſocuer we may doe good,to count ir linne 1t we doc 
it not, 
But if we be ſo exerciſcd,then all our works ſhal proſ- 
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perhikethe yincyard of Noah,becauſt the fruit of the vine 
doth cheare the countenance and plad the heartof man, 
Theretore ſome haue gathered vpon the planting ot this 
vineyard,a fignification cf gladneſſe and chankfulneficin 
Noal: for his late delwerance, as the Iewes by their f@- 


thisexample, what men did in thoſe dayes,and how wee 
arc degenerare from our parents,that we may prepare a» 
gainſt the fircgas Noah prepared againſt che water, 
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This 1s worthy to bee noted too, that G O D 
did not ſo regard his husbagdrie, butthat he had an cis 
to his drunkeunefſe, and ſpeakes of his fault as well as 
his yertue; whereby we are warned, that though God 
blefle ys no:y while we remember him, yet he will chaſ- 
ten ys ſo ſoone as wee forget him : though wee be ima 
good name now, infay will riſe in an houre $ though 
we berich atthis preſent, pouerty may come ſuddenly: 
chough wee be well while we are here, yet wee may fall 
licke before night, eucn as Noah js prayſed in one verſe, 
and diſprayſed 1n anethertcuen now Gad cominends him 
for his lowlyneſle, and now diſcominendes him for his 
drunkennefle tas though he had forgot all kisrighteouſe 
nes ſo ſoone as he had fiunce, and would call in lus praiſe 
apaine, 

This was to ſhewr, that Noah «was notſaucd from the 
flood becauſe he deſcrued to be ſaued, but becauſe God 
had a fauour vnto him: for he which was net drowned 
with water, was after drowned with wine, As the Pha- 
riſes when they had done well, were prowd of it, and loſt 
cheirreward : ſo when Noah had done a good workeghe 
ſpotted it with fin,and was diſprayſed where he was pray- 
ſed, as though God had repented him that he commen- 
ded him, Hee planted well, but hee drunke notwell: 
thercforethat which was good, did him hurt; thenſecing | 
hee was trapped with a good worke, whatſocucrwe doe, 
wee may remember how eaſe it1sto fin, if wee milſe in 
the matrer,or in the maner, or time, or place,or the mea» 
ſure, as Noah did, Hee which planteth the vineyards | 
worthy to taſte of the grape: butif thou hauc found ho» | 
ny (faith Salomon) cate not too much, leſt thouſurfer, So

ple of ſobriette, the example of moderation,is ouercome 
with drinke,as if he bad never bene the man, Hozy ealie, 
how quickly the iuſt , the wile, the prudent hath loſt his 
ſenſe, his memorice, his realongas though he had neuer 
bene the man ! 

And how hardis it to auoyd finne,when occaſion is at
